Tho Plan for Uniform TUne Rwently 


Adopted. • ' • • ' . 


"WASHINGTON CITY, Oct.SO.—On and after 


the IBth of November noxt, tho now time, 
adopted" by tho railroads of tho United States 
and Canada, will go into effect. Secretary 
Teller, in response to an inquiry of Sec- 
retary Chandler, said ho was willing to 
adopt the new time, 75th meridian, for 
Washington,'a'chaugo of eight minutes and 
twelve seconds in tho present system of 
tlnfij^-fTho change. is recommended by tha 
narffobservatory, and is In pursuance of a 
general plan for a uniform time as corrected 
by hour meridians throughout the civilized 
world. Tho 75th meridian passes somewhat 
east ot Philadelphia, and is tho fifth hour 
meridian 
from 
Greenwich, 15 degrees 


of longitude being equivalent to one hour of 
time. The-next, or sir hour meridian, will 
pnis'-'throueh Now Orleans, and somewhat 
east of East St. Louis. Tho seventh will pass 
through Denver, and the eighth along tho 
east boundary line of California, near Car- 
sonJlNaV.^.Maj. Powell, of the geological 
su"E».ej:k:ini^etter to the secretary of the in- 
terior, recommendiug tho adoption of tho 
new time, says: 


"IJoivjna'ny years scientific men have been 


urgiiig-ihejueasure. Associations have been 
organized- ,and cbinmitteea appointed by sci- 
entific.'bodies, perhaps, in every civilized 
state-^or the purpose of securing it. Tho 
plan will be of great value in the "collection 
and co'raparison of scientific research, there- 
for* it is-greatly desired. In addition to this 
the railroads.of the United States havo held 
a conference on this'subject, and the leading 
roads, together ^with. many of tho nu'nor 
roads, Jia-co" agreed to tha plan as recom- 
mended by tho sciontsfic men. Under those 
circumstances tho local chango iu Washing- 
ton will-be advantageous to all business men 
and'td all' who travel by rail. The change 
for Washington-is so slight that it will bo 
hardly appreciable. The letter of tho super-
